SUMMER APPLES 


BEACON is a relatively new variety 
of Duchegs season,but is probably 
better than Duchégs, Its super- 
iority in quality, uniformity of 
size and high color make it our 
best early apple. 


DUCHESS is still in demand and is 
very good for cooking. 


ORIOLS (Minn. #714) was named in 
1949, It produces large, striped 
fruit, excellent for doth eating 
frean and for cooking. 


FALL APPLES 


CORTLAND is of McIntosh type tho 
of better color and hangs to the 
tree very well. It is grown com- 
mercially on a large scale, 


MCINTOSH is still a standard for 
dessert quality. 


MINJON is a beautiful red variety. 
In quality it is similar to Jon- 
atnan, but Minjon is hardy here. 


MINY , #978 is a new all-red one 
ripening just after Wealthy. 





REDWELL is similar to Wealthy, but 
colors better and hangs to the 
tree better in windy weather. 


WEALFHY has stood the test for a 
good long time andis still much 
planted, 


VICTORY is another of the McIntosh 
ype, but slightly later anda 
little hardier for northern 
plantings. 


We try to limit our list of 
varieties to those which have been 
proved to be among the best for 
this locality, and those new ones 
which,while we cannot unqualifiedly 
recommend them, appear at present 
to be uutsatanding. 


WINTER APPLES 


RED DELICIOUS when top-worked on 
hardier stock is just a fairly 
safe bet in this vicinity. 


FIRE SI DE is one of the highest 

“quality apples of any produced at 
the University swruit sreeding 
Farm. The color is about half 
red, the rest yellow. The tree 
is hardy and has good fruiting 
habits. 


HARAL SON has been very widely 
planted in Minnesota and is a de- 
pendable producer of red, high 
quality fruit. 


MI*NETOMNKA BEAUTY is new and yet to 
e@ proved, We like it and feel 
that it may prove to be a very 
fine one. It is another red one 
of very high quality. (Patented)

NORTHWESTERn GREENING is nice for 
cooking in particular. 


PRAIRIE SPY colors from half to 
three fourths red, is excellent 
both for eating fresh and for 
cooking, producés well and keeps 
well in storage, It is one of 
our very best.

CHESTNUT is a large crab very good 
for eating feesh or for pickling. 


DOIGO is our finest jelly crab. The 
fruit is a beautiful deep red, 
and makes a fine ornamental tree 
as well. 


WHITNEY, mogt everyone knows, is 
excéllent for eating fresh anda 
favorite for pickling.

CHERRY - PLUM HYBRIDS 


OKA bears large fruit which is 
purple both inside and out, is 


free stone, sweet and juicy. Both 
Oka and Sapa are popular varieties 
and are really very delectable 
fruits. They should be grown more 
like bushes than trees. They pro- 
duce enormous quantities of frut. 


SAPA is similar to Oka, ripening 
slightly later. 


COMPASS is used as a POLLENIZER for 
Sapa and Oka. For pie making this 
variety is very fine.

PARKER is @ large fruited variety 
of particularly high quality, ri- 
pening yellow with a red blush. 





BUSH CHERRIES 


KOREAN CHERRIES 2to3 ft. $1.35

species of cherry grows 
about 6 feet high, the bush 
being a fine ornamental ag 
well as fruit plant. The 
fruit is produced in pro- 
fusion, is small and bright 
red in color, and is good 
eaten fresh and excellent 
for jelly making. 


MINNESOTA #64 is similar to 
Orient, the fruit slightly 
enaller, Nanking Cherries 
seem to be self-fertile, so 
it is not necessary for you 
to plant both varieties. 


SOUR CHERRY 


EARLY RICHMOND seems to be the 
variety most frequently planted 
in this region.

The University 
of Minnesota has an intensive pro- 
gram of fruit development at their 
Fruit sreeding Farm at Excelsior, 
where many of our now standard var- 
ieties were originated; to list a 
few - Latham raspberry, Haralson, 
seacon, Prairie Spy, and Fireside 
apples,Parker Pear,Red Lake Currant 
and Superior plum, 

Indications are that a number of 
others are well on the way toward 
introduction.

ARROWWOOD 5-8 feet, In our land- 
scape planning we use this plant 
frequently. It is entirely hardy, 
is of upright habit, has attract- 
ive rugose foliage and clusters 
of purple berries. 


GREEN LEAF BARBERRY 2-4 feet. This 
shrub makes a beautiful specimen 
plant. Its foliage is good and 
colors vividly in the fall; it 
has attractive red berries and 
makes a most graceful shrub, To 
keep it looking the best one must 
cut out about half of the old 
canes each year. 


RED LEAF BARBERRY 2-3 feet. This 
Barberry is less hardy than _ the 
one above, but even with sane 
branch winter-killing it is worth 
while because of its bright sum- 
mer foliage color. 


WING -BARK KHURNING BUSH 3-5 feet. 
Among the enaller shrubs this one 
is one of the half dozen best.The 
corky wings of bark are interest- 
ing and the shrub is slow enough 
growing that it does not grow out 
of place quickly. The foliage 
colors bright red in the fall. 





CARAGANA ( Siberian Pea) 6-10 feet, 
The foliage of this one could be 
better, but the plant has a place 
to fill where the soil is partic- 
ularly poor and other things will 
not do well. 


HI-BUSH CRANBERRY 6-10 feet, This 
is one of the best screening 
shrubs or for use in the border 
planting. The large clusters of 
bright red berries are a prindpal 
asset and are indeed very showy 
during fall and winter. 


RED TWIG DOGWOOD 6-10 feet, is fine 
for accent in winter color ina 
shrub border.

GOLDEN ELDER 6-8 feet. 
good plant for accent in 
foliage color. 


FORSYTHIA (Golden sell) 3-5 feet. 
It is not entirely hardy, butis 
oféen worth while for its very 
showy yellow flowers in early 


spring. 


ZABELL'S HONEYSUCKLE 8-10 feet, 
This is a red flowered variety of 
one of the very best larger 
enrubes. 


ORNAMENTAL SHRUBS—Continued 


HYDRANGEA, HILLS OF SNOW 2-4 feet. 
This is the one with the large 
flat clusters of white blossoms 
in June and July. 


HYDRANGEA PEE GEE 2-4 feet. This 
variety has large cone shaped fl- 
owers Of white turning pink. Both 
varieties of Hydrangea should be 
heavily pruned each winter for 
best blooms. Both tolerate con- 
siderable shade, but also require 
@ spot, where moisture is well 
held. 


PERSIAN LILAC 7-10 feet. This lilac 
is a shrub with slender, arching 
branches. The foliage is finer 
than that of common lilac,and the 
blooms are reddish-purple in huge 
trussés. It doeg not sprout from 
the root objectionably. 


FRENCH LILACS 8-12 feet. The gor- 
ge0ug colorg in which these var- 
ieties come make them in much 
demand,with deserving popularity.

Leon Gambetta --- Double Pink 
Casimere Perier =- Double white 
Pres. Lincoln --- slue 
Charles Joly ---- Double Red 


LEMOINE MOCK ORANGE 3-4 feet. This 
is a finely branched, snall leav- 
@d Mock Orange, with attractive 
and fragrant flowers, This igs 
another of the half-dozen best 
shrubs of this size, 


"MINNESOTA SNOWFLAKE” MOCK ORANGE 
(Patent 536) 5-7 feet. We have 
replaced the popular Virginal 
Mock Orange with this new one, ag 
it seems superior to that variety 
in every respect. The flowerg 
are large, double, very fragrant. 


COMMON NINKEBARK 5-7 feet, Along 
with Arrowwood and Pergian Lilac 
this is one of the “work horses" 
of the informal shrub border, For 
snall properties where a border 
of only medium size is déesirabie, 
this shrub works in well. 


DWARF NINEBARK 3-5 feet. Thisisa 
fine textured shrub, upright or 
slightly spreading in habit, mak- 
ing a very neat, symmetrical ap- 
pearance, It is really a first 
class shrub, 


FLOWERING PLUM (Rose Tree of China) 
4-6 feet. The very beautiful 
double pink flowers in early gpr- 
ing make this a favorite. 


SPIREA ANTHONY WATERER 2-3 feet, 
This dwarf Spirea is showy for 
its flat clusters of bright red 
flowers in early summer, then 
again in late summer, 





SPIREA, SNOW GARLAND 3-5 ft, This 
igs the earliest gpirea to bloom, 
the shrub becoming a mass of 
mowy garlands before the leaves 
appear. 


SPIREA, BRIDAL WREATH 4-6 feet. The 
arching branches well loaded with 
Clusters of white blooms have 
made this a favorite for a long 
time. 


SPIREA, FROKBELL'S 2-3 feet. This 
one ig very similar to Anthony 
Waterer, tho it is hardier and hag 
pink blossoms and good reddish 
fall foliage color, 


TAMARIX 5-7 feet. This shrub ig 
best used in combination with 
others as it is not a specimen 
type. The foliage is feathery 
fine and it produceg similarly 
textured flowers through the sum- 
mer, 


WAYFARING TREE 4-6 feet, The 
branches and foliage are rather 
coarse textured. It produces 
brilliant red berries in July and 
August. There is an individuality 
about this shrub which we like. 


TREES and SHRUBS are the skeleton 


of any well planned grounds beau- 
tification development and are the 


first consideration in landscape 
planning. Then add the plants which 
are grown primarily for blog.

THUNBERG 'S BARBERRY is a very 
grace ub and ig best suited 
for use where there is room to 
let it remain essentially untrin- 
med. It grows about 3 feet tall. 
Plant 18 to 36 inches apart. 


COMMON BUCKTHORN is probably the 
@st oOo e larger growing hedges 
to be kept 3 to 5 feet high. It 
requires three or four clippings 
a year. Plant 12 inches apart. 


HONEY SUCKLE (Pink Tartarian) can be 
uged as @ clipped hedge, but is 
best used where a screening hedge 
12 to 15 feet high is needed. 


CARAGANA is of particular value in 
poor soil where others will not 
thrive. Clips to 3 feet. Untrim- 
med will get about 10 feet tall. 


GINNALA MAPLE ( Amur Maple) is re- 
commended for use as a large 
clipped hedge in rural areas 
where Common Buckthorn ig inad- 
visable because of Oat Rust which 
it is alternate host to.

CHOICE EVERGREENS 


ARBOR VITAE (White Cedar) has flat, fan-like leaves of rich green color. 
RICAN Arbor Vitae is useful as a broad,medium tall shrub if kept lightly 
clipped. It will take partial shade well. 

PYRAMIDAL is the common tall, slender variety. It also tolerates some shade 
and it is most dependable where it hag a little protection fran 
the gouth, particularly in the winter. 

SIBERIAN Arbor Vitae is a compact, bushy, evergreen shrub, growing 4 to 5 
feet tall and about 3 feet wide, It is an excellent landscape 
plant. 


SPREADING JUNIPERS 
DORRA is a juniper trailing close to the ground. The green color of sum- 
mer turns & beautiful bronzy-purple during the winter. 

PFITZER has grayishegreen foliage. It will grow 2 to 3 feet tall and 
spreads twice as wide, tho it may be kept emall by judicious prun- 
ing. It is our most versatile and dependable Juniper of its class. 

SAVIN has a beautiful bright green color and, together with Pfitzer, is 
much used as foundation planting material. While it will not en- 
dure much ghade and still remain pretty as Pfitzer will, for sunny 
locations it is excellent, 





UPRIGHT JUNIPERS 

DUNDEE is our finest variety of grafted Eastern (native here) Red Cedar. 
The foliage of Dundee keeps thick and luxuriant, and it has a 
fine upright habit of growth. 

PATHFINDER - a very veautiful silvereblue grafted variety of Silver or 
Western Red Cedar, 

SUTHERLAND = another grafted variety of silver Cedar, having a dark green 
foliage color. 

SILVER or WESTERN RED CEDAR These are grown from seed and there is con- 
siderable variation in them, but by personal selection you can get 
matched pairs. 


PINE 
AUSTRIAN is perhaps the most beautiful of the large growing Pines, making 
a very handsome specimen tree, 
MUGHO is a@ low and compact long-needled Pine, making a very usable mound of 


foliage.

landscape work, The foliage is dense and of good color, 
COLORADO spruce varies in color from rich green to very bluish. Both this 
and the Black Hills variety are hardy in the extreme.
